In the past few weeks there 
have been apparently well sub- 
stantiated reports of minor trouble 
from Rome, Milan. Turin and 
other large towns, but authorite- 
tive circles consider it advisable to 
treat reports of more extensive 
trouble with considerable reserve 
until reliable confirmation is 
forthcoming. 

The Germans are to be found 
mostly in Sicily but they are also 
tyrly numerous in the neighbour- 
hood of Trieste and in the north- 
eastern provinces, the authorita- 
tive circles add. — Reuter.
